Fredericktown, Mo., May 25.—Approximately three hours after 
five bank bandits held up and robbed the Security Bank here of 81255 
the robbers were behind bars in the county jail at Farmington, thanks 
to the prompt response of State Trooper Howard

TERRACES SAVE SOIL ON 
LAND PLANTED IN CORN 


Washing 
away 
of 
fertile top 
soil from cultivated soils in north 
central Missouri by heavy rains is 
reduced to a rem arkable minimum 
whe nthe land is terraced properly, 
says A. T. Holman, of the Bureau 
of Agricultural Engineering, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
who 
has charge of the engineering ex­ 
periments at the Federal 
erosion 
experiment farm at Bethany, Mo. 
His statem ent is based upon accur­ 
ate measurements of soil losses at 
the farm in 1931 
from 
terraced 
land planted in com. 
Measurements 
were 
made 
on 
both level 
and 
graded 
terraces 
planted to corn, during a period 
when the rainfall was from 50 to 
90 per cent in excess of the normal 
for northern Missouri. 
The data 
so far obtained indicate that level 
terraces or those with small grades 
or more desirable in this 
region 
than terraces with 6 inches fall 
in 100 
feet. 
The 
measurements 
show 
comparatively 
litle 
soil 


loss from sheet 
erosion 
and 
no 
formation of gullies. 
Soil 
losses 
from 
unterraced 
areas on the farm planted to com 
averaged 140 tons an acre—50 to 
100 times as great as the losses 
from terraced land. 
The average 
loss from terraced land in 
three 
corn fields, land varying 
in slope 
from 8 to 16 feet in 
a hundred, 
was 2.3 tons an acre. 
The small­ 
est loss was little more than one 
ton an acre. 
It occurred on land 
with an average slope of 15 feet 
in a hundred, protected by level 
terraces. 
On a steep, rough hillside plant­ 
ed in com, with terraces having 2 
inches fall in 100 feet and corn 
rows parallel to the terrace 
lines, 
the soil carried away was only 85 
pounds more than one ton per acre. 
These experiments show that even 
when steep land is planted to corn 
and even in a year when the sea­ 
sonal rains are both numerous and 
heavy, erosion losses are 
almost 
negligible if the land is protected 
properly with terraces. 
On terraces that had grades of 
6 inches in 100 feet, more 
than 
twice as much soil was lost as on 
leve 1 terraces.

measurements, 1.00 ton of soil an 
acre was lost with level 
terraces 
as compared with 2.72 tons an acre 
with terraces having C inch grades.

LAND PLANTED IN CORN 


Washing 
away
